MADRID, Jan. 7 (AP).—The 
army began running one line of 
the Madrid subway system today 
as the government moved gin- 
gerly to break a strike crippling 
the capital and challenging the 
new regime's «uthority. 

Fearing 2 possible labor back- 
lash, the government refrained 
for the moment, however, from 
drafting rebellious subwa, work- 
ers into the armed forces to end 
what it called 2 three-day 11- 
tegal walkout. 

Police early today routed 1,800 
subway workers from a church 
‘where they had staged a 3€-hour 
sit-in to back up demands for 
more pay. The subway workers 
immediately moved into another 
church and continued their 
protest.

About 3.000 electric company 
workers marched into the center 
of Madrid in support of the sub- 
way workers and police used tear 
gas to disperse them, Police said 
they broke up similar demonstra- 
tions by factory workers on the 
city’s outskirts.

they state. 

The authors also challenge con- 
tentions that career education can 
help ease unemployment, saying: 
“The notion that unemployment 
4s due to the mismatch of workers 
and jobs, and can therefore be 
cured by training workers for 
those jobs which do exist, ignores 
that fact that the unemployment 
level is dependent on the overall 
health of the economy.” 

Finally, they criticize the desire 
of career educators to discourage 
students from becoming “over- 
educated” and adding to the cur- 
rent “surplus of college-educated 
youth.” ‘They argue that the 
desire for what may turn out to 
be unusable credentials is, from 
the student's point of view, quite 
rational, 

“Given an occupational struc- 
ture with relatively few jobs at 
the top, and with 811 social goods 
—income, status, control over 
work, job satisfaction—allocated 
disproportionately to thase top 
jobs, it is rational for individuals 
to do whatever they can to ob- 
tain those jobs.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 7 (NYT).— 
Maurice Nadjari, the outgoing 
special state prosecutor, charged 
yesterday that Patrick Cunning- 
ham, the state Democratic 
chairman, was “at the center of 
the corrupt marketplace of judge- 
ships” in the Bronx and specifi- 
cally accused him of selling 
judgeships, accepting bribes and 
fixing at least one criminal case. 

The charges were the most 
sweeping allegations of political 
involvement in the judiciary and 
state government that have been 
leveled in recent times here. 
‘They were made in an affidavit 
that Mr. Nadjari filed m State 
Supreme Court to oppose a mio- 
tion by Mr. Cunningham to dis- 
migs a subpoena calling for his 
appearance before a special grand 
jury. 

Mr. Nadjari charged that Mr. 
Cunningham's “corrupt acts” were 
not limited to “selling judicial 
positions” and that the evidence 
had been obtained in an eight- 
month investigation. 

Mr. Cunningham reacted with 
fury to the assertions, saying: 
“This is political assassination in 
the raw... I can freely and 
honestly say that there is not 
one hint of truth in his allega- 
tions.” 


4 U.S. Senators 
Hold Talks With 
Top Australians 


CANBERRA, Jan. 7 (NYT).— 
Four U.S. .enators today held 
wide-ranging talks with Austra- 
lian Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser and Foreign Minister 
Andrew Peacock in the first offi- 
cial contacts between Washington 
and Cauberra at a senior level 
since the Liberal and Country 
parties won last month's elec- 
tions.

report" on the state of the judiciary is a 
useful reminder that Congress 15, once 
again, letting the federal courts drift 
towards serious trouble. By failing to act on 
Trepeated requests for additional judges, 
higher salaries and changes in jurisdictional 
requirements, Congress is helping to create 
a situation In which congestion and delayed 
justice will become commonplace in the 
federal. judicial system. Indeed, the chief 
justice would have been warranted in using 
far sharper words to characterize the ctr- 
rent problems of the courts. 

In 1972, for example, the judiciary present- 
ed to Congress. at its request, projections of 
how heavy the judicia] business would be 
through 1976. Those projections suggested 
that the judiciary needed almost immediately 
52 additional judges in the district courts 
and 13 in the courts of appeal. τὸ is now 
1976 and the projections have come true. 
Yet Congress has still not created a single 
new judgeship. Absurd as it may seem, the 
same law which required the judiciary to 
submit projections in 1972 now requires it to 
submit projections through 1980. Maybe, if 
the country is lucky, sometime before 1980 
the courts will be given the number of judges 
they should have had in 1972. 

The numbers eited by the chief justice 
bear out his plea for help. Since judges were 
jast added to the federal district courts in 
1970, the number of cases pending per judge- 
ship has increased from 285 to 355 even 
though the existing judges have increased 
the number of cases each disposes of each 
year by 27 per cent. At the appellate level, 
the number of cases per judge has risen 
from 282 to 515 since 1968 when the number 
of appellate judgeships was least increased. 
As 2 result, the number of appeals awaiting 
disposition increased from 6,615 In 1968 to 
12.128 in 1975, 

Congress has shown precisely the same 
kind of indifference to the problem of 
judicial salaries. Active federal judges, in 
common with 12,000 other high-level federal 
officials, have received a pay increase of 
only 5 per cent since 1969 becanse that 15 


thelr own saiaries for fear of political repri- 
Sals. Retired federal judges have received 
the same amount even though almost all 
other retired federal employees have recely- 
ed 84 69-per-cent increase in their pensions. 
Becanse of this, more federal judges have 
resigned to return to private practice in-the 
last two years than in the preceding 35 years. 
And highiy qualified replacements for them 
are becoming increasingly difficult to find 
because of the severe cut in income they 
would have to take if they chose to go on 
the federal bench. i 

‘The third area in which Congress should 
act to aid the courts concerns their jurisdic- 
tion. The chief justice recommends the sho- 
lition of the remaining category of three- 
judge federal district courts and the removal 
of all diversity cases—those involving resi- 
dents of different states—from those courts. 
The former should clearly be done; three- 
judge courts from which appeals go directly 
to the Supreme Court may once have been 
useful, But the press of business now re- 
quires that these cases be handled ike all 
others with appeals going first to the cir- 
cuit courts. On diversity cases, we are not 
as sure as the chief justice is that all of 
these should be turned over to the state 


courts—though certainly the vast majority | 


should be. There may be some narrow cate- 
gorles of cases in which local prejudice could 
still be a factor but Congress should sort those 
out and force the remainder of diversity cases 
into the state courts where they belong. 
Congress should address these matters

More Americans 
Staying Single, 
Report Discloses 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP, 
—The institution of marriage 
apparently is faring poorly with 
young Americans. More are re- 
maining single, and those who 
do marry are divorcing or sepa- 
rating at higher rates than in the 
past, the Census Bureau says. 

A census report released yes~ 
terday on marital status and 
living arrangements in the United 
States in the first half of the 
1970s also showed a continuation 
of trends toward ἃ greater Oum- 
ber of families headed by women 
and more children living with 
single parents. 

Based on its nationwide an- 
nual survey, conducted last 
March, the bureau said the nurn- 
ber of persons beiween 25 and 
54. years of age who never 
married has increased since 1970 
from 29 million to 42 million, 
The number of persons in that 
age group heading their own 
household almost doubled, from 
915,000 to 18 million, the report 
said. 

As a resuit, the number of 
persons in the young-adult age 
group living away from their 
Parents’ homes rose from 592,000 
in 1970 to 12 million in 1975,

Reeling from its worst 
harvest in a decade, the Soviet 
Union is now δοίης winter 
weather problems that poze dif- 
ficulties for the 1976 crop. 

The agriculture newspcner Ru- 
ral Life reported yesterday a Jack 
of snow cover in manr areas of 
the country. With cold weather 
mmovirg in, the threat of winter 
ἘΠῚ to planted grain increased, 

‘The nexspaper repsrt on the 
unfaverable weather did not di 
rectly sourd any alarm, but said 
snow cotcr “had completely dis- 
appeared in Byelorussia, the Bal- 
fics and almost the whole 
Ukrnine.” 

The newspaper spoke of “once 
in a decade” shortage of snow in 
the western part of the Russian 
federation and Brelorussiz, The 
winter wheat planted in the fall 
fs supposed to start growing and 
then go into ἃ dormant period 
protected by snow from kilting 
frosb. 

But in some of the snowiess 
areas, temperatures during the 
past few days have dropped to 
ground minus 20 degrees conti- 
grade. 

“I think they have some prob- 
lems," said one Western expert 
who pointed οὐδ that in many 
areas the winter grains σὸς off to 
@ poor start beeause of diy 
weather, 

Winter ἘΠῚ clways is a problem 
for the Soviet Union and on the 
average 15 to 17 per cent of groin 
Planted in the fall fails to sur- 
vive. 

Officials have indirectly con- 
ceeded they got only abeut 137 
million tons of grain last year, 
the worst harvest since the 121.1 
million metric tons harvested in 
1965 and Dearly 80 milion tons 
below target, 

‘There also is a shortage of feed 
grains and some large-scale 
slaughtering of beef animals and 
poultry. 

While winter weather problems 
are still only developing, it was 
considered too early to predict a 
Poor 1976 harvest. According to 
available information, the Soviet 
formers met the official target 
and ‘planted about 35 million hec~ 
tares of winter grain.

He said he would tell the Toc 
there was “a reasonable chance" 
the facilittes would be ready on 
time, if work progresses at the 
present rate.

Montreal has heen in trouble 
ever since jt was awarded the 
games by the IOC in 1970.

$300 million. 

With the opening day less than 
six months away, inflation and 2 
series of labor disputes hare 
boosted the cost to over $1 billion, 
aod the main facilities still are 
not completed. 

Last summer, after a series of 
strikes by construction workers at 
the main stadium compiles, it be- 
came apparent the city would 
have trouble meeting its dead- 
line and, by mid-November, the 
Quebec state government stepped 
in and took charge. 

The first thing Goldbloom did 
Was announce that the main sta~ 
dium would be completed without 
its futuristic, moveable roof. He 
also cut the press center, which 
was to have been situated in the 
Stadium. moving it to a hotel. Alt 
other frills were cut. 

Last weekend. a fire broke out 
δὲ the stadium construction site, 
causing about §300,000 in damage. 

Montrea} officiais, who tried to 
build the facilities without gor- 
ernment assistance, had insisted 
they would meet the July 17 dead~ 
line, but IOC officers have ex~- 
pressed concern in private. 

IOC president Lord Killanin, 
however, has maintained that the 
Sames will be staged in Montreal 
“or not at all.” 

Goldbloom said that a technical 
problem with the roof of the main 
stadium would be orercome by 
the end of the month. 

“None of the technical prob- 


: lems at the site are insurmount- 


able.” he said, 

The roof problem involved il- 
Titting prefabricated sections that 
link the 34 pillars supporting the 
stadium, The sections are to 
house communication and light- 
ing wiring, 

Site engineers said that the 
sections were six inches short 
when hoisted the 160 feet into 
place. 

Site manager Roger Trudeau 
Said that if all of the concrete 
Sections were not properly join- 
ed, the entire lighting and com- 
munication system would not 


operate. 

Goldbloom said that the six- 
inch gaps were closed in some 
sections and others would be 
Closed at the rate of one a day.
